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Che Sin Of Indifference 


“And it shall come to pass at that time, that I will search Jerusalem with 
candles, and punish the men that are settled on their lees: that say in their 
heart, The Lord will not do good, neither will he do evil.” (Zeph. 1:12.) 


EW people are aware of the vital distinction between tolerance and in- 
difference with regard to religious beliefs. Yet there is a world of differ- 
ence between the two. One must always be tolerant, but never indiffer- 
ent toward divergent beliefs about the things of God. Tolerance, in 

this matter, is a virtue; indifference a sin. A good Protestant must be tolerant of 
the beliefs of others. But a good Protestant, on the other hand, can never be 
indifferent to the beliefs of those other people. 


To be indifferent about knowing, living up to, and defending the truth of God 
is equal to saying that God does not care what is right and what is wrong, what 
is evil and what is good. It has been well said that God cares more for the man 
on the wrong side of the fence than the one who straddles it. Christ forgave, and 
especially prayed to His Father for the soldiers who drove the nails into His hands 
and feet. But one of His harshest sayings is directed against those who are indif- 
ferent: “So then because thou art lukewarm, and neither cold nor hot, 1 will 
Spue thee out of my mouth.” (Rev. 3:16.) 


This thought is especially important for Protestants today. Their historic faith, 
their culture that has given the best hope for decency in the world so far, and the 
very foundations of their Christian beliefs are being undermined today by 
powerful forces all around them. If Protestants remain indifferent toward this 
_ danger, then it amounts to an admission that they do not care what becomes of 
their heritage, that they are not concerned whether or not this heritage will be 
passed on after them to their children and their children’s children. 

Protestants acting in this way in reality say that God Himself doesn’t care 
what is right and what is wrong, and thus accuse God of being indifferent to 


good and evil. 


They may not say so in words, but as the prophet Zephaniah warned, they 
thus say in their hearts, “The Lord will not do good, neither will he do evil.” 
And by their silence, indifferent Protestants consent to this in the eyes of their 
enemies and of the whole world. 
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THAT D. P. BILL 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN was wrong 
when he declared that the D. P. bill 
passed at the regular session of the 
80th Congress discriminates against 
Roman Catholics as well as Jews. He 
has been contradicted, not only by 
Catholic Representatives in Congress 
who supported the bill, but by no less 
a person than Monsignor Edward E. 
Swanstrom, chairman of the National 
Catholic Resettlement Council, spe- 
cially organized by the Catholic 
Church authorities to secure legisla- 
tion that would bring as many Catho- 
lics as possible into the country. 


Speaking before this Catholic coun- 
cil in Buffalo last July 14, Monsignor 
Swanstrom declared that the D. P. law 
“is not discriminatory as far as Cath- 
olics are concerned.”” He also admitted 
that “at least 55 per cent of the per- 
sons to be admitted are Catholics.” 


Yet this Catholic Resettlement 
Council is not content with this 55 per 
cent, and have been pressuring Cong- 
ress to amend the law to include per- 
sons placed in D. P. camps in Europe 
up to April, 1947. This would further 
increase the Catholic percentage. It is 
aimed also to amend the law so as to 
increase the number of industrial 
workers to be admitted. These would 
swell Catholic percentages and the 
Catholic vote in our large cities. The 
wisdom of the bill as it stands may be 
seen from the fact that it insists on a 
fair proportion of thrifty farm work- 
ers who would be an asset to America’s 
rural life. 


Congested city life breeds crime and 
disease, and it has been publicly ad- 
mitted by Bishop John Noll that 
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“nearly all the evils of society pr 
most where we {Catholics} live 
not where Protestants live.” (N.¥ 
Times, March 13, 1947.) He furthg 
declared that 80 per cent of Protestang 
ism is rural. “There are only 7,000,00) 
members of Protestant churches in th 
fifty largest cities of the country,” he 
added, “but 20,000,000 Catholics,”

VATICAN CALLED “INSTIGATOR OF 
NEW WAR” 


A VERY SERIOUS charge wa 

made against the Vatican by all 
the representatives of the Orthodox 
Church who met for the 500th anni 
versary of their independence from 
Rome last July 22nd. The declaration 
was signed by the Patriarchs of the 
Russian Orthodox Church, as well a 
those of Alexandria, Antioch, Georgia, 
Rumania and Bulgaria. 


The declaration of these Orthodox 
Church representatives is worth record 
ing in full. Here is what they said: 


The Roman Popes were always on the 
side of the powers of this world and 
went against the weak and exploited. 
So, also at present, the activity of the 
Vatican is directed against the interest 
of the workers. The Vatican is the 
center of international intrigues against 
the interest of. peoples, in particular, 
Slavic peoples; it is the center of inter 
national fascism. 


All Christians, without regard to B® 
tion and religious faith, can only label 
this policy of the Vatican as anti-Chrit 
tian, anti-democratic and anti-national. 


Some may discount this resolution 
of the Patriarchs of the Eastern Ortho- 
dox Church because of their connec 
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tion with the Russian Orthodox 
Church. But just because this happen- 
ed in Russia should not take away 
from.the seriousness of the charge. 
Everything that was said in their reso- 
lution can be proved as historic fact. 
The Eastern Orthodox Churches were 
the first protestants against the unscrip- 
tural teachings and political intrigues 
of the Church of Rome. 


IS GAMBLING SINFUL? 


HE EVILS OF GAMBLING were 

surely spotlighted by the. admis- 
sion of Judge P. James Pellecchia, 
Newark (N.J.) Police Court Magis- 
trate and vice president of the Colum- 
bus Trust Company, that he had em- 
bezzled the astronomical sum of $657, 
000.00 to bet on the races. Practically 
all the purloined funds, he admitted, 
according to the N. Y. Times of last 
July 14, were spent “gambling on 
horses.” As chief Police Magistrate he 
also functioned as Judge in the family 
court in Newark’s First Precinct. 


What interests us is that this Judge 
Pellecchia, a Roman Catholic, is a 
graduate of the Jesuit School for For- 
tign Service at Georgetown (D. C.) 
University, and that it is the teaching 
of Jesuit Catholic theology that gamb- 
ling (like drinking) is not a sin in it- 
self. The Jesuit distinction made in 
this case is that only the “excess” of 
gambling is a sin. Judge Pellecchia’s 
gambling was certainly “excessive” 
(he confessed that he often bet $5,000 
or $6,000 a week on the races, and that 
helost an estimated $80,000 at Florida 
face tracks last winter). But when did 
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it begin to be excessive? Was it when 
he began about two years ago, as he 
admitted, to embezzle the $657,000 
from the bank to cover his debts to 
bookies already amounting, at that 
time, to more than $150,000? 


This victim of the gambling evil, 
which led him on to embezzlement, 
forgery and other crimes, can justly 
blame his Church which taught him 
that, in principle, gambling is no sin 
in itself. How can a thing be right in 
principle and wrong only in certain 
applications of that principle? There 
is surely something wrong with a 
moral code that thus divorces principle 
from conduct. But this is common to 
the entire structure of the moral teach- 
ings of the Jesuits. It shows up in their 
distinction between teaching and prac- 
tice in gambling, drinking and other 
profitable vices. 


The individuals trained to accept 
their code are the helpless victims. The 
big gambling and liquor interests are 
the gainers—and the religion that 
makes their huge profits possible by its 
convenient moral code.

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The Catholic Position In Europe 


By L. H. LEHMANN 


FTER WORLD WAR I the cen- 

ter of world power began to shift 
from Europe to America. World War 
Il was a desperate attempt of the Axis 
nations to stem this trend, which was 
only accelerated, however, by their ut- 
ter defeat in 1945. Today the United 
States has become the inheritor of the 
concentrated control of the politics, 
military might and business of the 
Western world. 


The Vatican, by tying its wagon to 
the Fascist star of Mussolini and Hit- 
let, had a hope, at that time, that this 
center of power could have been kept 
in Europe under a ‘new order’ of uni- 
fed control embracing all the coun- 
tries of Europe—from the Ukraine on 
the east to the Atlantic on the west, 
and from the outposts of Scandinavia 
on the north to the bastions of the 
Mediterreanean on the south. For 
neatly five years during the war, Hit- 
let's Festung Europa was just that. 
What pleased the Vatican during 
those years was the fact that in this 
Hitler's Europe,’ only 17 per cent of 
ils population was Protestant. (See 
Map on following page.) 

A revealing article in Die Tat, a 
ff Swiss (Zurich) newspaper of October 
12, 1942, later featured in the Catho- 
ie Brooklyn Tablet of October 24 and 
indicated to the entire Catholic press 

NC.W.C. news service at the time, 

marized the Vatican’s satisfaction 


at this consolidation of the Catholic 


nations in Europe under the Nazi- 
Fascist regimes as follows: 
“Among positive changes, the Curia 
hails with satisfaction: the change in 
France; a greater stability in the pres- 
ent governments in Spain and Portu- 
gal; Catholic determination in Slovakia 
and Croatia. Relations with Fascist 
Italy and with Hungary continue splen- 
did.” 
This summary, as syndicated by the 
official N.C.W.C. news service, went 
on to say: 


“The German Empire is today the State 

that exercises authority over more 

members of the Catholic Church than 
any other power—about 110 millions 
including the occupied territories of 

East and West. The Church consequent- 

ly seeks to induce the rulers of the 

Third Reich to grant religious freedom 

to all Catholics, and tries to intervene 

when a great variety of reasons have 
threatened conflict between the Church 
and the civil authority.” 

The unconditional-surrender victory 
of the anti-Fascist Allied nations in 
1945 completely changed that picture. 
This victory brought to realization the 
nightmare that had haunted Vatican 
diplomats for more than one hundred 
years—the invasion of Europe by the 
forces of Russia and the Slav nations 
of the east and south east. It was this 
dread that motivated the entire policy 
of the Vatican as far back as the mid- 
dle of the last century. The Vatican 
and the Axis dictators were in com- 
plete agreement in their alliance to 
ward off this Russian invasion at any 
price. It was for this reason that the 
present Pope Pius XII was trained 
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from his youth as a special diplomat 
to Germany. His special task was to 
preserve a strong militarist Germany 
in alliance with the Vatican: either 1) 
to build an impregnable wall of re- 
sistance to keep out the threatened 
flood of invasion from the east; or 2) 
to‘invade and smash Russia once and 
for all as a potential power that might 
one day gain control of all Europe. 


No less a newspaper than the N. Y. 
Times, as far back as February 9, 1887, 
warned in a forthright editorial that 
Pope Leo XIII’s deliberate policy of 
aiding Bismarck’s militarization laws 
for Germany to this end would even- 
tually involve all the nations in a dis- 
astrous world war—not one, but two, 
as it turned out.* 


These two world wars failed either 
to confine Russia behind the Polish

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marshes and the Ukraine, or to smahh 
it as a threat to unified Catholic cop 
trol of Europe. Instead they opened 
the floodgates through which that ip 
vasion has poured—now as a more 
dreaded red tide—which has inundat 
ed Europe far into middle Germam 
and which at this moment is lapping 
against the very walls of Rome itself, 
(See map on page 231.) 

The Vatican’s present policy is one 
of watchful waiting to see if a unb 
versal socialist society will supplant 
Protestant America’s traditional capi 
talist-democratic culture. It has many 
irons in the fire, not a few of which 
would be immediately applied to 
warm up Vatican-Soviet relations 
should our American capitalist society 
show signs of cracking up. In the 
meantime the Vatican and its pressure 
groups in the U. S. continue to benefit 
as much as possible from American 
dollars while drumming up a wa 
against Russia.

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MARTIN AND EISENHOWER 


OSEPH W. MARTIN, JR., Speaker 

of the House, has denied that he be- 
longs to any particular church, accord- 
ing to the Chicago Daily News in a 
dispatch from Washington, D. C., last 
June 11. His mother, still living, is a 
Roman Catholic. His father was a 
Presbyterian. In the above dispatch, 
Martin was reported as stating of 
churches: ““They are all good. They 
are all going in the same direction.” 
Our surmise is that he was baptized a 
Roman Catholic but does not practice 
any religion. 

The statement in our June issue (p. 
187) that our research would show 
that Martin is a Roman Catholic was 
based chiefly on the fact that he is 
listed as a Roman Catholic in The 
Catholic Who’s Who for 1947 (p. 
297) and in Who’s Who in Our 
American Government (p. 29, col. 2), 
published in Washington, D. C. in 
1935; also in the N. Y. Times, News- 
week, and others. 


On the other hand, we can find no 
confirmation that General Dwight 
Eisenhower was ever a Roman Catho- 
lic, despite the statement in Green Pey- 
ton's book, San Antonio—City in the 
Sun, where he says (p. 95): “Captain 
Eisenhower was a Catholic in a Catho- 


lic city, and played football at West 
Point.” 


From Francis Trevelyan Miller's 
work, Eisenhower, Man and Soldier, 
we learn that the Eisenhowers belong- 
ed to the Brethren Church, popularly 
alled “River Brethren” (Dunkers), 
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because they baptized in rivers, “a 
‘plain’ sect akin to the Quakers, and 
their way of life was even more aus- 
tere. Like the Friends, they regarded 
war as a cardinal sin.” (p. 6) The 
Eisenhowers left Germany in 1732 to 
escape religious persecution. “General 
Ike” was born in Denison, Texas, on 
October 14, 1890, and attended the 
River Brethren Sunday School there. 
He was christened David Dwight Eis- 
enhower, but later reversed his two 
first names. No church seems to claim 
him. 


NEW VATICAN POLICY 


[ Fmocaacy is perhaps the most 

abused word in any language. It 
is used to cover all kinds of ‘isms.’ The 
Communists use it to defend their new 
system of government. Perén in Ar- 
gentina says that his neo-fascist system 
is the only real democracy. Greece, 
Chaing Kai-Shek’s China, Salazat’s 
Portugal, even Franco's Spain, claim 
a monopoly of the word to bolster 
their new-fangled regimes. 


It should not be surprising therefore 
to find the Vatican flying the colors of 
democracy as a false front to conceal 
its real policy in this confused post- 
war period. Almost too obvious, even 
to gullible Americans, are the honeyed 
words which the Pope speaks to make 
them believe he stands 100 per cent 
with them in defense of the Constitu- 
tion of the U. S. A. We are reminded 
of Shakespeare’s verses which he puts 
into the mouth of the scheming priest- 
politician of his day (in King Richard 
III Act 1, Scene 3): 
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“And thus I hide my naked villainy, 


With old, odd ends stolen forth of Holy 
Writ, 


And seem a saint when most I play the 
devil.” 


The Pope’s spokesmen in America 
would have us believe that our Ameri- 
can brand of democracy would be fine 
and dandy if we would only scrap that 
nasty Constitutional provision of Sepa- 
ration of Church and State and give 
the Roman Catholic Church its ‘right- 
ful’ place of leadership in the nation. 
Bishop Michael J. Ready of Columbus, 
Ohio, lectured the St. Louis (Mo.) 
Council of Catholic Women last April 
29 about this “great heresy” of the 
nineteenth century, which he declared, 
as reported in the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat, “has blandly taken for 
granted that the realms of civic life, of 
business concerns and international ac- 
tivities are wholly outside the range of 
the Catholic Church’s interest or ac- 
tions.” He further stated that “this 
secularist infection is nullifying demo- 
cratic achievements and is leading to 
totalitarianism.” 


In other words, let the Catholic 
Church run our “civic life, our busi- 
ness concerns and international activi- 
ties” and then we will have true dem- 
ocracy in America! 


Pope Gregory XVI, in his encyclical 
Mirari Vos (1848), called liberty of 
conscience for all a “madness” (de- 
liramentum) ; freedom of ‘speech and 
freedom of opinion he called “the 
worst plague of all, the one to be most 
feared by the State.” His successor, 
Pope Pius IX, irrevocably tied the 
policy of the Catholic Church to his 
Syllabus of Errors which condemns all 
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the four freedoms as we know them 
in America today. Pope Leo XIII, who 
came after him, solemnly declared ig 
his encyclical Libertas: “It is in m 
way lawful to defend, or to grant, um 
conditional freedom of thought, of 
speech, of writing, or of religion? 
The present Pope Pius XII endorsed 
all these pronouncements of his prede. 
cessors when he became Pope, and in 
his very first encyclical (Summi Pom 
tificatus) in 1939 reiterated the Cath 
olic Church’s traditional condemna 
tion of the Separation of Church and 
State. 

The new Vatican policy is just the 
old Jesuit, Maechiavellian strategy of 
concealing its real intent under the 
guise of the thing it wants to destroy. 
By sprinkling its faint praise of demo- 
cratic freedoms with a few “old, odd 
ends stolen forth of Holy Writ,” it 
hopes to divert the attention of Amer 
icans from its real aim of restoring its 
medieval control over all phases of 
American life.

REEDOM is the most cherished 

possession of Christian life. With- 
out it, the heritage of our faith, and 
the other blessings that go with it, 
could not be passed on to those who 
will come after us. It is the life-current 
of our Christian faith, that carries 
along with it everything that has been 
handed down to us from the past. All 
our knowledge of Christ and His sav- 
ing work, all the blessed experiences

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This freedom in Christ, which we 
know and enjoy today, is a special 
product of the Protestant Reformation, 
initiated by Martin Luther and other 
converted priests in the 16th century. 
This is an historic fact that no one can 
deny. The outstanding fact of the 430- 
odd years since Martin Luther’s day

(THIS is the text of the address delivered by L. H. Lehmann before the biennial 
convention of the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation in Minneapolis last 


has been the establishment and expan- 
sion of this freedom. It was a product 
theretofore unknown. Freedom in 
Christ may be said to be the hall-mark 
of the culture that came out of the 
Reformation—that culture which we 
today rightly call American, Protes- 
tant, democratic. 

Even were this freedom blotted out 
tomorrow, these past four centuries 
would always be looked back to by 
future historians as a period when the 
western world for the first time was 
free to know and proclaim the all- 
saving power of the Lord Jesus Christ 
to a corrupt and lost world. 


THE NATURE OF FREEDOM 

Nothing, however, is so sadly mis- 
understood as this heritage of our 
Christian freedom, nothing so abused. 
Never has a word and the concept be- 
hind it been so cruelly twisted. Like 
other great words in which we trust— 
such as “Salvation,” “Redemption,” 
etc.—freedom to many, even who pro- 
fess belief in Christ, retains many of 
its pagan connotations. 

Freedom in Christ is not something 
that can be handed to you on a silver 
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platter by some political leader, by a 
pope or a church. Neither can it be 
given to you by any charter of govern- 
ment. The Constitution of the United 
States, for instance, does not give you 
freedom. It is merely an instrument to 
help you to exercise and preserve it. 
As a Christian, you have it from a 
source that is altogether above man. I¢ 
comes to you from the Cross of Christ 
on Calvary. 


Since this freedom springs from the 
stupendous act of salvation by the 
blood of Christ, it can be had only by 
the establishment of a personal rela- 
tionship between you as a sinner, and 
your Saviour who saved you from sin. 

That is why it can never be forced 
down upon mankind in the mass—as 
Communism, Roman Catholicism, Fas- 
cism, Nazism, and all the other ‘isms’ 
offered today as panaceas for the liber- 
ation of mankind. Liberty of the sons 
of God is something that must be built 
up synthetically by units, by a lot of 
individuals brave enough to have faith 
in the all-saving work of Jesus Christ 
on Calvary. 


SIN AND SLAVERY 


Freedom, therefore, is not the get- 
ting of something from some human 
power: or institution. It is the release 
from that which makes us slaves, and 
which saves us from eternal death. 
Freedom is salvation. Slavery is sin. 
“The wages of sin is death; faith in 
Christ Jesus is eternal life.” In other 
words, freedom is release from sin. It 
is that which gives us /ife and which 
saves us from death. 


The whole drama of life centers 
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around these two things: sin and sal. 
vation from it. It is the raw, naked fag 
of sin that makes men slaves. All the 
longing and yearning of mankind of 
all times has been for just one thing: 
freedom from the bondage of sin. Sip 
brought suffering, slavery and death tp 
man. That was the first act in the great 
drama of the life of man. The second 
act is the release from sin, the saving 
act that frees men from its bondage 
There can be thus no other root of 
freedom except in the saving power of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


WHAT PRICE FREEDOM? 


Most Protestants have had the for 
tune to be born into this freedom ia 
Christ in Protestant Christian families. 
But to many less fortunate, it is neces 
sary to travel a hard and difficult road 
before finding it. This is especially » 
in the case of one like myself, a con 
verted priest of the Roman Catholic 
Church. I have had to come a | 
bitter way out of the dark labyrinth of 
Roman Catholic error into the light 
and freedom in Christ that many have 
always known. To renounce the Ro 
man priesthood involves much anguish 
of soul, a hard struggle that means the 
abandonment of all that has been near 
and dear to you from youth. It meas 
tearing up by the roots all that was 
planted by sentiment and association 
in childhood and young manhood. It 
means taking Christ literally as His 
Word when He says: “He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is nob 
worthy of me: ... And he that taketh 
not his cross, and followeth after me 
is not worthy of me.” (Matt. 10:37, 
38.) 
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Yet, it has been by such conversions 
of Roman Catholic priests that this 
great heritage of your Protestant faith 
has come down to you. It was because 
of the suffering and anguish endured 
by priests of the Roman Catholic 
Church in order to find freedom in 
Christ, that you were born, without 
any struggle, into that freedom. You 
know of the years of soul-anguish 
Luther had to go through to discover 
that assurance of salvation, that re- 
lease from sin: that “by grace we are 
saved through faith ... not by works.” 
I have experienced like Luther that 
terrible despair that comes of the de- 
nial of full freedom in Christ in Ro- 
man Catholic doctrine. “Thus the Gos- 
pel too” (in Roman Catholic teach- 
ing), Luther complained, “is only a 
revelation of the punitive righteous- 
ness of God, only a means of further 
torturing men who are already fear- 
fully burdened with original sin and 
the Ten Commandments.”* But also 
like Luther I, too, rejoice in having 
attived at that great discovery of full 
freedom by the all-saving power of 
Christ. ““Then it seemed to me,” Luth- 
et says, ‘as if I were born anew and 
that I had entered into the open gates 
of paradise.’”? 


FREEDOM IS FULL SALVATION 


Abraham Lincoln once said that a 
nation cannot be half free and half 
slave. So with the individual. He can- 
not be half-saved or made just half- 
free. For f ree dom, like salvation, 
knows no half measures. If a man is 
saved he must be fully saved—‘‘To 
the uttermost.’’ No mere half-measure

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of salvation will do. He must be saved 
or not-saved; bond or free, alive or 
dead in Christ. “There is therefore 
now no condemnation to them that are 
in Jesus Christ.” (Rom. 8:1) “For He 
is able to save to the uttermost them 
that come unto God by Him.” 


DENIAL OF FREEDOM IN CATHOLI- 
CISM 

How great masses of people are 
kept in bondage by the teachings of 
the Roman Catholic Church is a great 
mystery—a part of the great mystery 
of iniquity that works all the time, 
even in the Christian Church. Luther 
expresses this’in his great hymn “A 
Mighty Fortress:” “For still our an- 
cient foe doth seek to work us woe. 
Strong mail of craft and power, he 
weareth in this hour. On earth is not 
his equal.” 


Luther, as all of us ex-priests, ar- 
rived at the knowledge of this astound- 
ing fact: that’ Satan has succeeded best 
in frustrating the saving work of 
Christ among men under the very guise 
of Christ in the Roman Catholic 
Church. For, in Roman Catholic teach- 
ing and practice, although salvation is 
talked about, it is never guaranteed to 
anyone. Freedom, too, is discussed but 
not allowed to be exercised. Sin is mul- 
tiplied, but never wholly forgiven. 
People are promised salvation, but are 
taught that they must still die in their 
sins; that they must go into death and 
the grave still unsaved, with an un- 
limited amount of suffering and expia- 
tion for sins to undergo after they are 
dead; that Christ’s work on the Cross 
of Calvary was not sufficient; that the 
destiny of sinners after death depends 
upon the working of a priests’s fingers, 
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upon the sacrifices he must still offer 
for them day after day, even after 
they are dead. 


Despite the might of its great insti- 
tution, the power of its popes and 
bishops, the grandeur of its spectacu- 
lar rituals, the Roman Catholic Church 
will not, and cannot, offer this free- 
dom in Christ. Christ, it teaches, did 
not completely save; neither can the 
absolution and sacrifices of its own 
priests completely release you from the 
punishment for your sins. 


It is by this means that the Roman 


Catholic Church builds up the power . 


of its grandiose organization. By this 
denial to its millions of followers of 
full salvation, it robs the power of 
Christ from the hearts of the people 
and offers them instead the bondage 
of fear and the useless works of its

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priests. If it preached full salvation by 
Christ, the one and only true priest, i 
would destroy the power of its owp 
priesthood. It preaches that Christ paid’ 
only the first installment, the dow 
payment, as it were, on the debt for 
sin, and that its priests must, by their 
daily sacrifices, make up for this differ 
ence. 


This is not salvation. This is not 
freedom. This teaching keeps men um 
saved, keeps them in bondage. It wa 
from this bondage that Martin Le 
ther’s Reformation liberated the Chris 
tian Church four centuries ago. 


The true Christian teaching is com 
tained in Hebrews 10:12: “But this 
man, after he had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever, sat down on the right 


hand of God.” 
SALVATION MUST BE FREE AND COM 
PLETE : 

Since freedom is synonymous 
salvation, salvation must free the é 
dividual from every smallest taint 
slavery to men or the works of men 
the spiritual order. For this, salvation 
must be complete, “to the uttermost” 
It must be accomplished, not on the 
level of man’s working, but entirely on 
God’s level. It must be, as Hebrews 
10:12 makes so clear, the direct result 
of that one sacrifice of Christ on Gal 
vary that was offered “once and for all 
and forever.” “And their sins and iw 
iquities will I remember no mote. 
Now, where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin” 
(Hebrews 10:17, 18.) 

This kind of salvation could be ob 
tained for lost man only by one “who 
is able” to do it in such a way that no 
thing was left over for other priests, 
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mere men, to add to. It is of the es- 
sence of the “good news” of the Chris- 
tian Gospel that this act of saving was 
done by One “Who, being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery to be 
equal to God,” and who came down 
those seven steps outlined in Philli- 
plans 2:6-8, by which Christ: 1) 
“made himself of no reputation; 2) 
“took upon himself the form of a ser- 
vant;” 3) “was made in the likeness of 
man;’ 4) “humbled himself;” 5) “be-

How then could a man thus fully 
redeemed, made a son of God and heir 
of His glory, ever have to depend upon 
the ““beggarly elements’—upon the 
works of a priest's fingers—to save 
him or to make up for lack of full 
saving power in Christ?

There 
are no nuances of Gospel truth as 
there are of colors. 


What I discovered, after great men- 
tal stress and soul struggle, as all other 
converted priests discovered, was that 
Roman Catholicism by its teaching and 
its priesthood proves that Christ's 
work on Calvary was insufficient; that 
it is necessary to have a set of rules 
and regulations of a church power, 
and daily sacrifices of priests, to make 
up for that deficiency. But the crown- 
ing deception of all is that even with 
these priests and the work of their 
hands—along with Christ’s work on 
Calvary—no man can be saved com- 
pletely when he dies. In spite of the 
Godlike power of the Pope, the sacri- 
fices and pardons and indulgences of 
priests, every one must go into death 
and the grave still unsaved. This 
leaves all men after they die in be- 
tween heaven and hell, and still in 
the power of the priests of the Catho- 
lic Church. 


These countless billions of suffering 
souls in Purgatory must depend—for 
untold ages—upon the sacrifices of- 
fered for them by priests on earth, for 
which a price must be paid. Thus nei- 
ther Christ’s sacrifice nor the repeated 
sacrifices of millions of priests can 
completely save! 
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If this were the true teaching of 
Christianity, then there would be a 
true salvation in Christ, no true fre. 
dom in Christ. The Christian Church 
would be the greatest hoax of history, 

This is the sad, and soul-rocking dis 
covery I made as a priest of the Roman 
Catholic Church. I discovered that this 
not only made a mockery of logic, but 
also a mockery of Calvary. And it was 
when Martin Luther and his associate 
in the 16th century discovered this too, 
and proclaimed it to the people, tha 
true Christian freedom was reasserted, 
And it is to this reassertion of full sal- 
vation in Christ that we today owe our 
precious heritage of freedom in Christ 


THE CATHOLIC COUNTER-REFORMA. 
TION 


For 400 years, the Catholic Church 
has bitterly fought to wipe out the e 
fects of the Protestant Reformation 
It teaches and preaches that the Prot 
estant Reformation of Martin Luther 
was the greatest tragedy of histor, 
They attribute all the evils in the 20th 
century to the work that Martin Luther 
and the other priest reformers accom 
plished in the 16th century. 


In his very first encyclical, Summ 
Pontificatus, the present Pope Pius Xl 
declared: 


“The denial of the fundamentals g 
morality had its origin in Europet 
the abandonment of that Christits 
teaching, of which the Chair of Pete 
is the sole depository and exponembe 

After that the Rev. Joseph H. G 
sidy in St. Patrick’s Cathedral, 
York City, declared: 


NC mm hte er eeecra ations 
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“About 400 years ago, the Reformation 
set in motion the movement that was 
finally to defeat the Church’s effort in 
building on western civilization a great 
‘family of Christian nations’ . . . Logic- 
ally then there was a breakdown in in- 
dividual morals . . . Justice and equity 
were too often forgotten ... With such 
a background then, with 400 years of 
gradually denying more and more of 
God, it is a short step to the confusion 
we have today.” 


Karl Adam, noted Catholic historian, 
inhis work, The Spirit of Catholicism, 
writes: 
“The sixteenth century revolt from the 
Church led inevitably to the revolt from 
Christ in the eighteenth century and 


thus to the revolt from God in the nine- 
teenth century.”’ 


More recently United States district at- 
torney, William J. Hammerell, speak- 
ing before the (Catholic) Te Deum 
International declared: 
“We must face the fact, and face it with 
regret, that in the world today Protes- 
tantism has merely a nuisance value. It 


is an ersatz Christianity which can only 
cloud an. issue, since its leaders seem 


: 
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more concerned with being anti-Catho- 
lic than being pro-Christian. In an in- 
ternational age the world stage has 
grown too big for it. In a world of 
total war only a total creed can stand 
up.” 

These are examples of what the 
Catholic Church even today thinks 
about the Protestant Reformation. Yet 
no one can deny that it is because of 
the Reformation that we enjoy the 
blessings that we now have. 

THREATS TO FREEDOM 

Just because you were born into this 
freedom in Christ, you may think it 
was always there for the taking, and 
that it will always remain for those 
who will come after you. That is a 
grave mistake. The more precious a 
thing is the more it is endangered by 
those who want to ‘destroy it. Satan 
works overtime to frustrate Christ’s 
saving work on Calvary and to wipe 
out the freedom that goes with it. He 
makes use of sinister forces at all 
times to gain his end. He does-so from 
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two sides: from the side of the good, 
well-meaning people, and from the 
side of the bad, evil-meaning people. 


THE CHALLENGE 


Two forces now threaten the cul- 
ture of Christian faith and freedom 
that came out of the Protestant Refor- 
mation. On the one hand is the ancient 
foe of Martin Luther and his associ- 
ates, the Roman Catholic Church. On 
the other is the new force of Com- 
munism—the. violent revolt of the 
masses against the injustices perpet- 
rated against them down the centuries 
in the name of Christianity. 


Of these two evils Protestant Chris- 
tianity must vot choose the lesser. It 
must choose neither. For it possesses 
the power to challenge and overcome 
both, not by any Marshall Plan, Tru- 
man Doctrine, ERP, UN, or any alpha- 
betical formula forced upon mankind 
from above. Not even a regimenting 
ecumenical Council of Protestant 
Churches will suffice. All these are but 
imitations of what has been tried and 
failed in Fascism, Nazism, Commun- 
ism and Roman Catholicism. 


The only plan that will save our 
Christian Civilization is the one that 
will make our civilization Christian. 
This must work from the ground up- 
wards, must be built up synthetically 
by units—by a multitude of indivi- 
dual hearts consecrated and endowed 
with the saving power of Christ. For 
this is the genius of Christianity, that 
it is essentially an individual religion, 
one that generates power by personal 
contact of man, the sinner, with 
Christ, his Saviour on Calyary. This 
personal spiritual relationship first 
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saves the soul of the sinner, then hg 
social and economic relationships ig 
his community. To try to save the s 
cial and economic system outside of 
him before saving himself from his 
sinful state is putting the cart befor 
the horse. 


This then is the challenge to the 
world today. This is the only antidote 
to the confusion we see around us. ff 
we are to continue to enjoy free 
dom in Christ and to press on to free 
dom in Christ, and pass it on to future 
generations, we must uphold the sar 
ing power of Christ and demonstrate 
that power to an unbelieving world 
As Protestants, as followers of Martin 
Luther, as Evangelical Christians, you 
dare not refuse to take up this chal 
lenge!

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SCRIPTURAL TEACHING 


The word ¢heotokos is not found in 
the Bible, nor in the Apocrypha, nor 
in any of the numerous Christian writ- 
ings of the first three centuries. Early 
Rome did not have a Mary-cult, as is 
evident from the Calendar of Chris- 
tian feast days drawn up by the Coun- 
cil of ‘Laodicea (4th century). 

The Roman Mary-cult is a confusion 
between means and end. Scriptural 
references to Marty are rare, and occur 
only in so far as they are necessary to 
the life story of Jesus. In the epistle of 
Paul to the church of Rome, Mary is 
not mentioned at all. In the Roman 
Gospel (Mark) Mary is only men- 
tioned by a group of unbelievers. Oth- 
er Gospels refer to Mary as “the moth- 
er of Jesus” or “His mother,’ but 
never as “the mother of God.”

® Anews report from Cleveland last 
ine 10 in the N. Y. Times announces 
ta new comprehensive code of 
Wdical ethics is being prepared” by 
tholic Church authorities and will 
gon be ready. A Jesuit priest, Rev. 
Gerald Kelly of St. Mary's College, 
iW Kansas, described as ‘“‘an expert on 
i} morals and theology,” made the an- 
nouncement on that date to the annual 
Woonvention of the Catholic Hospital 
Association. Among other. things, he 
told the gathering that the new code 
would go into detail on such matters 
as “psychiatry, disposal of amputated 
limbs and directives on abortion, steril- 
wation, hysterectomy and birth con- 
trol.” Lobotomy, an operation incising 
alobe of the brain, he announced, was 
now allowable by the Catholic Church 
“when used as a last resort” to cure 
those suffering from serious mental ill- 
ness. Hypnosis, as a means of testing 
gig mental illness, would also be allowed 
im in Catholic medical ethics. 


The aim in all this is to get non- 
Catholic doctors to abide by the Cath- 
olic medical code when treating Cath- 
olics. This Jesuit priest declared: “I 
can safely say that many non-Catholics 
are eager to follow the guidance of 
Catholic moralists, especially when 
treating Catholic patients.” 





There are many things, however, in 
this Catholic medical code (treatment 
of ectopic gestations, for instance) 
that medical men must reject as entire- 
ly unethical according to the ethics of 
their profession. We do not think that 
any American surgeon, Catholic or 
non-Catholic, would ever follow the 
Catholic Church's directive (reiterated 
only last May 21 by Pope Pius XII) 
that at childbirth the mother’s life if 
necessary must be sacrificed to save 
that of the child. 


RELIGION IN RUSSIA 


Cara on a report on re- 

ligion in Russia as found in the 
concluding volume of the “Large Sovi- 
et Encyclopedia,” the N. Y. Herald 
Tribune of last July 4 states that ‘Ten 
major religious faiths are recognized 
as legal organizations by the Soviet 
government. ‘The leading faith,” says 
this article, ‘continues to be the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church. Next in num- 
ber are the Moslems, followed by Ro- 
man Catholics and other Christian be- 
lievers. The Buddhist and Jewish faith 
are the last two on the list given in 
the Encyclopedia.” 


“The hierarchy of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in the Soviet Union is 
headed by Anthony Springovich, sev- 
enty-one, and consists of one archbish- 
op, two bishops and an undesignated 
number of priests. 


“Chief among Protestant churches 
is the Baptist Evangelical, formed of 
three formerly independent groups of 
Baptists and Evangelists. The Luther- 
an Church is found active chiefly in 
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Latvia and Estonia, where two pastors 
fulfill the duties of archbishops and 
preside at church councils. 

“The Jewish faith does not have a 
united religious center. Various syna- 
gogues exist independently of each 
other. 

“In addition to these principal reli- 
gious groups, the Encyclopedia men- 
tioned as minor organizations the Sev- 
enth Day Adventists, Methodists, Mo- 
lokans and Karaims.”
